REPORT OF THE 
_ Superintendent of Schools 


T’o the School Board of the Town of Weare: 


I herewith submit my eighth report as Superintendent 
of Weare schools. 


STATISTICS 


Whole number of different pupils registered during 
the year 1920-1921 was 191. 161 inthe elementary schools; 
30 in the high school. Of these 92 were boys; 99 girls.

GENERAL CONDITIONS 


Weare has been fortunate this year in having to em- 
ploy but two inexperienced teachers and but four teachers 
new tothe system. It is a great advantage, economically, 
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to rctain satisfactory teachers year after year. While this 
is true in all schools, it is especially so in the small country 
schools like those of Weare. ‘The teachers are doing very 
Sattahagtony work and good. results are anticipated in the 
year’s work. 

The much-needed improvement in the toilet arrange- 
ments at the North Weare school, I am sure, is appreci- 
ated, both by the pupils and their parents. It deserves 
commendation. There yet reniain three school houses 
needing like improvement, if they are to be continued in 
use. I should not recommend, however, any considerable 
expenditure of. money on school buildings situated where 
present conditions seem to indicate, if not immediate, cer- 
tainly their not far distant closing. 

Cleaning and painting will suffice for the repairs, at 
present, in such buildings. 

The school at Riverdale began in September with an 
enrollment of nine pupils. After eleven weeks the school ' 
was closed, having only three pupils. This school is typi- 
cal of what is happening in many of our rural communities. 
It is the kind of school I have reference to above. 

It may not be the time todo it now, but present con- 
ditions in Weare seem to indicate that some time in the 
near future there will be three two-room school buildings 
maintained at three central points, North Weare, South 
Weare and East Weare, each having experienced trained 
teachers. 

When this time comes, and the consequent-advantages 
to the pupils of such an arangement over the present small 
rural school is seen and felt by the parents, we Mint won- 
der at the delay in adopting such a plzen. : 


HIGH SCHOOL 


The High School, now in its third year, has fully jus- 
tified its existence, I believe, by the kind of work being done 
there, the pupils’ interest in that work and the already appar- 
ent beneficial effects of the school upon the development of 
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the boys and girls enrolled therein, as well as upon the 
grade pupils. For the high school has reacted very notice- 
able upon the grades as a stimulus to greater effort, afford- 
ing, as it does, a goal to be looked forward to and worked 
for. 

There have been thirty-eight pupils enrolled this year. 
The scholarship of the school compares favorably, in its av- 
erage, with that of other small high schools. The excel- 
lent attendance record, not withstanding the long distance 
half the pupils have to come, bespeaks an unusual interest. 
With average scholarship, and unusual interest, is afforded 
an opportunity to build up a school of high standard. 

This opportunity should be fully improved. To grad- 
uate from the Weare high school should be made to mean 
evidence of good character, of good ability, of reliability, of 
faithfulness to purpose and duty, of real accomplishment 
and good citizenship. Only those should be graduated who 
have earned a right to be,by the good quality of work done. 

To maintain such a standard means that not all who en- 
ter the high school will graduate. Some may fail in the first 
year others in the last. That isa result found in every 
high school, and to be expected. But failures should not 
be graduated. ; 

We now have thirteen in the junior class who hope to 
successfully compleie this year. They will then be ready 
for the fourth year, if you will give it tothem. This means 
a third teacher and additional expense. Are not these 
thirteen boys and girls and those coming after them 
worth it? 

The new heating equipment for the high school is 
working very satisfactorily and is a credit to all concerned. 

At the last schoo] meeting no appropriation was made 
for an equipment for teaching physics, as I recommended, 
and in consequence that course has suffered for want of 
proper apparatus. Another year, if chemistry is taught, 
an appropriation will be neededfor apparatus and chemicals 
for that course, but none for physics. 
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I repeat what I said in my report last year, that the 
high school deserves the continued enthusiastic support of 
the citizens. 


REPAIRS 


The schoo! room at the Center needs refinishing; ceil- 
ing, walls and paint. The greatest need for repairs this 
year is at East Weare. Whether the conditions there 
warrant running that school as a one-room or two-room 
school, provision should be made for better light or the 
children be required to bring with them flash lights, lamps 
or candles. More light of some kind from some source is 
much needed. 

I do not recommend other than the ordinary minor 
repairs upon any other buildings this year. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION 


Unless the physical examination of the pupils now re- 
quired can be done early in the school year the intended ben- 
efits of such examinations are nulified. For two years these 
examinations have not been made until the last month of 
the school year and have been useless so far as school room 
benefits were concerned. I recommend that this examina- 
tion be conducted not later than October of each year.
